the stigma of pau'perisin if lliey should 
ask for relief. The article of the (inar- 
iliau has seriously harmed !i good cause, 
but not irreparably, we tru.st. Tho re- 
presentations of Messrs. TTaiipkr and 
( )i'i'KNiiF.i.MEH have not fallen on ears 
that arc deaf, and we sincerely hope 
that not (miy \'ictoria but all the other 
towns in thcprm'ince and, if neeil bi', in 
the.' Dominion, m.-iy be asked to contri- 
bute towards .so good and necessary an 
object. 

After the above was in tyjie the ^'ale 
mail came to us with a lette'r of which 
the following is an e.\cerpt.

though failing to obtain more than a few 
barrels of lish for salting. This was the 
cannery's tirst seasmi and preiiariUioiis 
had been made for a somewhat larger 
pack; but the Naas is a small river and 
though well fished this year does not ap- 
pear capable of supporting a very large 
canning establishment. Mr. Croasdailo 
was fishing up to "JO crews oil the J uly 
run and 14 to i,'> on the. spring run of 
salmon. Some disappointuieiit has been 
fell in the river at its eompar.ilive failure 
to yield any considerable quantity of lish. 

A small salting establishnient w;us 
erected and commenced opeiutions in the 
spring at .N'aas harbor, near the mouth of 
the river. From fmir to six nets wore 
fished, but work had to be stopped about 
tho end of .Inly from want of salt. During 
the time Ihcy were lishing— about two 
months -they succeeded in salting down 
'-'GO or 270 barrels of salmon. 

There are a hirgo number of Indians 
resident at the upper villages on the 
Naas w hose means of siqiport are cliictly 
derived from the .salmon lhat they catch 
and dry at the canons of the river. These 
nsh they trade in considerable ipiantities 
with the coast Indians. When tho in- 
spector of fisheries was visiting tho river 
in .1 uly these Indians made complaint to 
him of the growing scarcity of salmon, 
which they attributed to the large num- 
ber of nets at the mouth of Ihe rivor. 
They have since sent a petition embody- 
ing their supposed wrongs to the Indian 
deparlinenl. .Similar complaints have 
been made in former times by tho Indians 
of the I'Vaser and Skeena rivers, but ap- 
panuitly without miicli f(Uiiidation. It 
is, however, just possible that the N;i;is 
being a much smaller and shallower 
stream may have its fish supply consider- 
ably affected; but the em))loymont afi'ord 
ed to a large number of Indians by the 
canner>' ought to more than compensate 
them for any slight diniinutiou in the 
(piaiitity of the fish in the river.
